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Introduction 



L, Titles. The Hebrew Scriptures consist of ihree parts—'' 
the Law, the Prophets and the Writings. Individual books, 
such ax Isaiah or JeiEroiah, which are now included in the 
Prophets, had an existence and history of their own before they 
were brought toEClher under the common title of the Prophets ; 
and so had books like the Psalma or Job, now included under 
the common title of the Writings. On the other hand, the Law 
as a whole existed before the parts now entitled Genesis, 
Eiodus, Leviticus, Numbers and Deuteronomy were distin- 
guished ; the titles in question are titles of sections; what is termed 
the Book ofNumbersnever existed by itself ; it is part of a whole ; 
it is the fourth section of the Hebrew Law ; and, since the Law 
was attributed to Moses, has been known as the fourth Book of 
Moses. 

J. The English titles of the Hebrew Law are derived from the 
ancient Greek version of the Hebrew Scriptures; Numbers 
forms an exception in being a translation of the Greek title ; the 
remaining four titles consist of the Greek words themselves. 

3. Nambers is not a particularly suitable title ; it covers the 
subject of a small part only of the whole book. Chaps, i.-iv. 
and xxvi.are largely, though not exclusively, concerned with the 
numbers of the Israelites ; outside these tika.-^cis'&iK. ^(K-fs5-''=s.

13. Most coDcliuive of all, when understood, is the incredi- 
bility and impossibility of the various numbers given in the 
book. It was the great and enduring service of Bishop 
Colenso ' to bring these numbers to the lest of reality and thus 
10 show that those parts of Ihe Pentateuch which contain or 
pre-suppose them are completely nnhistorical — the work of a 
writer who lacked all knowledge or sense of the actual con- 
ditions of the life and times of which he wrote. According to 
i. 46, iL 32, xxvi. 51, male Israelites over twenty years of age 
numbered, both at the banning and at the end of the period, 
upwards of 600,000 men. The number is not a mere error of 
iransciiplion, for it is the correct total in chaps, i., li., xxvL of 
twelve distinct items. But this number represents a total popu- 
lation, including men, wotnen and children, of over i,ooa,ooo. 
That number is in every respect impossible. Not only may we 
say with Prof. Sayce that ' a population of a,ooo,ooo in the land 
ol Goshen is inconceivable, and there would hardly have been 
-room in Ihe Eastern Delta for 600,000 able-bodied brick- 
makers," and that 'the vast mnltitude could not have moved 
about the desert, as it is represented to have done, and that 
many of the regulations of the Leviiical code could not have 
been carried out with a nomad population of over two mil- 
lions ; ' ' but it may be added that there would not have beeg

For the conntry they entered was not unpopulated, but full of 
towns, and the older inhabitants long lived on by the side of 
the invaders (Judges i,) But the entiri popnlation of the land 
of Israel and Judah can hardly have eieeeded a million, even if 
we allow the country a density of population equal to that of 
Scotland oi Denmark, or to nearly twice that of Spain — a 
liberal allowance, since Ancient Palestine had no dense indus- 
trial centres such is Scotland has in Glasgow. 

The Book of Numbers, then, is not the work of Moses. Ii is 
the work of men, rather than a single man, whose names are, 
and are likely ever to remain, unknown, 

I J.. Sources, Though part of a whole, the Book of Numbers 
shares with the whole the characteristic of being the work of 
several writers. Poems and stories about the past, current in 
ancient Israel, were written down, some here, some there, some 
perhaps in the ninth century, some in the eighth century B.C. 
A collection combining two famous sequences of these stories 
was made at the end of the seventh century B.C. : it is com- 
monly referred to by modem writers as JB, its two parts re-~ 
spectively as } and K. During the Exile and after, the laws of 
ancient Israel were gathered into various collectioni ; sometimes 
the laws were much re-cast, sometimes new laws were framed. 
Somewhere about 500 B.C. a writer interested in the origin of 
Hebrew institutions, in the ritual, and in the priestly class, re- 
wrote the history of the past. This history and these laws ace 
alike referred lo in modem works by the a>'mbol p. For some 
further details the reader may refer lo Prof. Kennedy's and Prof. 
■/^AsraooJiiatFtKluctions to Exodus and Leviticus respectively in 
tbisseries, H-iere he will alsofindiefereoctaWiWietSwtQsivima.. 
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15. The greater part of the Book of Numbers is, as h'lmf 
mrv, of post- Exilic origin; it is the work of the wiitci.oc school 
of writers, known as P. The pre-Exilic parts of the book 0^) 
may still be read nmch as they were conrnionly read at the 
end of the seventh century B.C. in x. 29-33, '■ 35'^'' '^> "'- 
14-ZI1 ixi. (except w. 4a and lo), xxii. 3-xiv, 5, though here 
and there some subsequent editorial notes or modifications may 
be present and one or two pasangei may be out of their orlginul 
position. Farther remains of this pre-Exilic book are to be 
found in xiii. f., xyi., n. I-I3, xixii.; but in these chapters the 
editor who combined P and JB has interlaced with the older 
narratives details from the post-Exilic work.' 

16. Although it is clear that behind the pre-Eiilic work (je) 
in Numbers lie at least two older sources, } and E, it is by no 
means eisy to distinguish them throughout with certainty ; and 
the scape of Ibis Introduction will not allow of any lengthy 
reference to the matter. 

17. The Poetry of the Book. Peculiarly interesting is the 
comparatively lai^e amount of ancient Hebrew poetry that has 
been preserved in the Book of Numbers. It is possible that, in 
the case of the poems put into the month of Balaam, the author 
of the prose story is also the author of the poems ; but some of 
the poems are certainly older, prassibly much older, than the 
written stories in which they are now enshrined. One of them

The longer poems arc fine examples of early 
Hebrew poetry, celebrating the power and prosperity of Israel 
through Yahweh's favour. They contain some obscurities, and 
especially the third calls for considerable emendation ; but in 
the main their meaning is clear, and Ihey roust here be left to 
speak for themselves.

Intent on trying to gain an 
entrance into Canaan from the east, the Israelites, with a view 
to gaining their goal by the shortest roulc, ask permission of the 
Edomilcs, on the border of whose territory Kadesh stood, to 
make a peaceful passage through theii territory. The Edomites 
refose, and Israel is compelled to make the long detour by the 
head of the Gulf of Akabah, travelling south along the western 
tiordet, and then north along the eastern border of Edom and 
Moab (ix. 14-31, xxt. 4b, lib, la). Having proceeded north 
as far as Arnon, they are on the border of the country then held 
by the Amorites, who had wrested it from the Moabitea. They 
make a wmilar request of the Amorites to that which they had 
made of the Edomites ; it, loo, is refused, and the Amorites 
prepare to fight the Israeiiles. Thereupon the Israelites com- 
pletely vanquish the Amorites and occupy Eastern Palestine 
between the Arnon and the Jabbok (xxi. 13-32). The clos- 
ing incident in this accoant of conquest — the occupation of 
Bashan (»ii. 33'3S) — is derived from Deut. iii. I-3, and, like a

■^2. Historical Character of the Pre Exilic Stories. How 
&r ibii Bcconni, the eailiest existing Hebrew accoant, of ibe 
movements of the Hebrews on Canium corresponds (o actaal fact 
eannot be determined with cettainty.

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basis the tiamtive may have, it is best regarded and read, like 
the Book of Job, as a poem — poetica! in character and purpose 
even when prose in fonti. Even so, however, the interpretation 
is at once fascinating and difficult. Part of the difficulty arises 
from the fact that the slorjr appears in its present form to be a 
fusion, often skilfal but not complete, of two stories similar in 
motive but diflfertng somewhat in their depiction of Balaam's 
character. In neither, as it would seem, is Balaam the purely 
tnalignaot enem^ of Israel that he appears in later Craditioos. 
Even as the story now tuns in chaps, xxii.-xxiv, it is not iieas- 
larjr to attribute to Balaam avarice and hypocrisy ; it is possible 
to credit him with ta much sincerity as Micaiah, the son of 
Imlah, when he insists in almost the same words that he can 
speak nothing bat what Jehovah gives him to speak (xiii. 38 ; 
ifi. ixii. iS, so, Kxiii. 11, i6, xxiv. is f., and i Kings xxii. 14). 
Certainly one of the leading motives of the story is the fate of 
Balak — a type of tbose who resist, to their own undoing, the 
people of Yahweh; like Pharaoh, he persists, and his persist- 
ence increases his discomtituTe. Had he rested content with 
the failure of the first mission, he would merely have lost the 
help he hoped to gain from Balaam's iiurses ; but by sending to 
him again he strengthens Israel by Balaam's blessing and draws 
down on himself the curse. Readers of AytiBin will be able to 
appreciate the powerful effect attributed by the writer to a 
solemn curse or blessing ; the Hebrews were persuaded that 
such solemn utterances once spokca were beyond the recall of 
the speaker and worked themselves out. (Cp. Gen. xxvii. 33 tf.)

41. It is possible that this late story contains here and (here 
leminbcences of actual events onrecorded in the extant parts of 
the pre- Exilic story; fighting with Midian probably enough look 
place, though the description in chap. xxxi. is of an utterly 
unreal chaiacler. The impossibility of the (igurex in chaps. 
i.-iv., iivi, has been abeady briefly explained (^ I3). The Usli 
of names, too, are unreal. Several of the individual names, it is 
true, are ancient ; but such a combination of twenty-four names 
as is found in chap. i. is untrue to the Mosaic age.* Thearrange- 
ment of the camp as described in chaps, ii.-iv. will at once 
strike the thoughlftil reader as artificial ; and it is inconsistent 
with earlier tradition. Here the sacted tent forms the cenirt of 
thec»nip(i. 49-S4i "■ i^- '7. "i- 23, 29. 3S. 38); in earlier tradi- 
tion it is ouisidt the camp attc^ethei (Exod. xixiii. 7 f. e]. The 
chronolf^y has no better claim to credence. 

42. But the interest ofthis late stoiy does not lie in any mes^ie 
details of the Mosaic age which it may possibly preserve ia a 
distorted form. To feel the life that lies behind it we must 
realise tliat ibio story is the product of post-Exilic Judaism, and 
the embodiment of some of its most important ideals and de- 
mands. For example, the camp order is artificial, it is true ; 
it describes no camp that ever existed ; but it is one amor^ 
several forcible and picturesque expressions of the idea of God's 
holiness and of His sanctification of those in whose midst He 
dwells. The writer probably owes not a little to the si^gestion of 
Etekiel (chap. xlviii).,and may in turn have influenced the author 
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what the servant, plunging his flesh-hook into the pot, sacceeded 
in bringing oot. The sonsof Eli caused scandal by establishing 
as a newcnslom [he right to appropriate a poilion of the raw 
flesh before it was put into the pot (t Sam. ii. 11-17). The 
new custom survived, and the particular parts which were to fall 
to the priest were regulated and became a fixed due ; just as 
among the Phcenicians * fixed dues ' were establishEd, and regular 
scales drawn up, of which some remain, the most interesting 
being that of the Marseilles inscripliotL' The various Hebrew 
(egulations differ, the differences probably corresponding to differ- 
ence of practice in different periods. Thus Deut. xviii. 3 teserres 
certain portions of a peace-offering. Lev. vii. 32-34 (q*. Numb. 
xviii. tS), certain other and more valuable portions for the 
priests. Again, in Deuteronomy (xit. 22-27, =8 f.), the tithe (of 
vegetable produce) was used in two years out of three to provide a 
sacred feast in which the Lcvitical priest was invited to parliii- 
fatt with the householder who was thus tithing his produce ; in 
the third year the tithe was wholly set apart by the householder 
to form a (ixa^ partly for the Levitical priests, /urC^ also for the 
poor. In Numb, xviii. zi, 14, 36, the wheU of the tithe in every 
year is paid away to the Levltes, who in turn pay a tithe of it to the 
priests ; hut the householder and the poor lose all the share which 
the Deuteronomic taw bad given them. Thus the post-Exilic 
law of Numb, xviii. regulates a custom that is very ancient — the 
custom of paying the priest ; but many of the details of the law 
appear to be quite recent* — the results of the much larger support 
Etuy in Arshtestofy

45. Similaily, places of asylum were of ancient origin in 
Israel ; they were the allais of Yahweh (1 Kings i. 50-53, ii. 
28- 34 ; Exod. iii. 11-14). When the local sanctuaries were 
abolbhed by Josiah, cities of refuge were established, and a law 
of asylum in them drawn up (Deul. xii.). Another law on the 
same subject is found in Numb. xxxv. 9 ff., and there is little 
doubt that the particular regulation there found, confining the 
accidental homicide lo the city duritig tkt life of tie kighprUsI, 
but then permitting him to leave the city without peril, is no 
eailici than this post- Exilic law itself. 

46. But in Numb. v. ll-l6 we have a law of ordea! which is 
qoite unique in (he Hebrew records. Here, too, there may be, 
and probably are, elements in the ritual prescribed that are com- 
paratively late; but the custom of drinking specially-prepared 
potions to determine a question of guilt or innocence is likely to 
have been not less ancient in Israel than, as we may inter from 
wide anlhiopolc^ical research, it was elsewhere. 

47. A more delicate question arises in the case of the law 
given in Numb. xix. ; belief that contact with a dead body caused 
defilement was certainly prevalent in ancient Israel, and means 
of purification most have existed. Whether the particular means 
of purification by a lotion containing the ashes of a red cow was 
equally ancient in Israel, or was borrowed by the Hebrews at a 
late period, must remain an open question, since it is only alluded 
to in the post-Exilic work. 

Both the last instances may thus also serve as illustrations of 
cases of custom, and indirectly of belief, which were in no way 
peculiar to IbibcI, and are, consequently, not to be explained t^

commandment of the Loud they journeyed : they Tmmftli 
kept the charge of the Loitti, at the commaDdmeDt 
of the Lord by the hand of Moses.

ID and the Canaanites dwell by the sea, and by the 

coast of Jordan. 

And Caleb stilled the people before Moses, and 

said. Let us go up at once, and possess it ; for we 

are well able to overcome it. 

15 But the men that went up with faim said. We be 

not able to go up against the people ; for they art 

stronger than we. And they brought up an evil 

report of the land which they had searched unto the 

children of Israel, saying. The land, through which 

ao we have gone to search it, (/ a land that eateth up the 

inhabitants thereof; and all the people that we saw 

in it are men of a great stature. And there we saw 

the giants, the sons of Anak, ■which came of the giants ! 

and we were in our owe sight as grasshoppers, and so 

■5 we were in their sight. 

* And all the congregation lifted up their voice, and 
cried \ and the people wept that night. And all 
the children of Israel murmured against Moses aod 
against Aaron : and the whole congregation said unto 
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them, Would God that we had died in the land of Jotbua 
Egypt ! or would God we had died in this wilderness ! and 
And wherefore hath the Lord brought ub unto this Caleb't 
land, to fall by the sword, that our wives and our Prvteit 
children should be a prey ? were it not better for 5 ^ 
us to return into Egypt ? And they said one to ^| 
another, Let us make a. captain, and let us return into ^H 

Egypt. V 

Then Moses and Aaron fell on their faces before ^^ 

all the assembly of the congregation of the children id 
of Israel. 

And Joshua the son of Nun, and Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh, lohich •were of them that searched the 
land, rent their cloches : and they spake unto all the 
company of the children of Israel, saying, The land, ig 
which we passed through to search it, h an exceeding 
good land. If the Lord delight in us, then he will 
bring us into this land, and give it us ; a land which 
floweth with milk and honey. Only rebel not ye 
against the Lord, neither fear ye the people of the « 
land ; for they are bread for us : their defence is 
departed from them, and the Lord h with us : fear 
them not. 

But all the congregation bade stone them with 

And the glory of the Lord appeared in the 
tabernacle of the congregation before all the children 
of Israel. And the Lord said unto Moses, How 
long will this people provoke me \ and how long will 
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Jehovah's it be ere they believe me, for all the signs which I 
IVrelh and \a-m: shey/eA iman% them! I will smite them with 
Moset' In- the pestilence, and disinherit (hem, and will make of 
tereeisien thee a greater nation and mightier than they, 

5 Aoti MoBea said unto the Loud, Then the Egyp- 
tians shall hear it, ( for thou broughtest up this people 
in thy might from among them ;) and they will tell 
it to the inhabitants of this land : far they have heard 
that thou Lord art among this people, that thou 

10 Lord art seen face to face, and ihal thy cloud atandeth 
over them, and thai thou goest before them, by day 
time in a pillar of a cloud, and in 3 pillar of fire by 
night. Now if thou shalt kill all this people as one 
man, then the nations which have heard the fame of 

15 thee will speak, saying, Because the Lord was not 
able to bring this people into the land which he sware 
unto them, therefore he hath slain them in the 
wilderness. And now, I beseech thee, let the power 
of my Lord be great, according as thou hast spoken, 

™ saying, The Lord is long suffering, and of great 
raercyi forgiving iniquity and transgression, and by do 
means clearing the guilty, visiting the iniquity of the 
fathers upon the children unto the third and fourth 
generation. Pardon, I beseech thee, the iniquity of 

■s this people according unto the greatness of thy mercy, 
and as thou hast forgiven this people, from Egypt even 

And the Lord said, I have pardoned according to 
thy word s but as truly as I live, all the eacth shall 
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be filled with the glory of the Lokd. Because all J 
those men which have seen my glory, and my miracles, fl 
which I did io Egypt aod in the wilderness, and have A 
tempted me nowtheBeteDtimeB,andhavenot hearkened '" 
to my voice ; surely they shall not see the land which ; 
I sware unto their fathers, neither shall any of them 
that provoked me see it : but my servant Caleb, 
because he had another spirit with him, and hath 
followed me fully, him will I bring into the land 
whereinto he went ; and his seed shall possess it. » 
(Now the Amalekites and the Canaanites dwelt io 
the valley.) To morrow turn you, and get you into 
the wilderness by the way of the Red sea. 

And the Lord spake unto Mofies and unto Aaron, 
saying. How long stn/l I tear tvilh this evil con- 15 
gregation, which murmur against me ? I have heard 
the murmurings of the children of Israel, which ihey 
murmur against me. Say unto ihem, .A truly as I 
live, saith the Lord, as ye have spoken in mine ears, 
80 will I do to you : your carcases shall fall In this » 
wilderness ; and all that were numbered of you, 
according to your whole number, from twenty years 
old and upward, which have murmured against me, 
doubtless ye shall not come into the land, cancem'ing 
which I sware to make you dwell therein, save Caleb >s 
the eoD of Jephunneh, and Joshua the son of Nun. 
fiut your little ones, which ye said should be a prey, 
them will I bring in, and they shall know the land 
which ye have despised. But as for you, your 
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Thi carcases, they shall fall in this wilderoeHS. And 

Pfnally of your children shall wander id the wilderness forty 

murmuring years, and bear your whoredoms, until your carcases be 

wasted in the wilderoess. After the number of the 

9 days in which ye searched the land, t-oen forty dayE, 

each day for a. year, shall ye bear your iniquities, even 

forty years, and ye shall know my breach of promise. 

L I the Lord have said, I will surely do it unto all this 

I evil congregation, that are gathered together against 

I '0 me : in this wilderDess they shall be consumed, and 

} there they shall die. 

And the men, which Moaes sent to search the land, 

' who returned, and made all the congregation to 

murmur against him, by bringing up a slander upon 

'S the land, even those men that did bring up the evil 

report upon the land, died by the plague before the 

Loud. But Joshua the son of Nun, and Caleb the 

son of Jephunneh, ■which tuerc of the men that went 

to search the land, lived itiU, 

I B And Moses told these sayings unto all the children 

of Israel : and the people mourned greatly. And 

they rose up early in the morning, and gat them up 

I into the top of the mountain, saying, Lo, we be here, 

and will go up unto the place which the Lord hath 

i; promised : for we have sinned. 

And Mosea said. Wherefore now do ye transgress 

Lthe commandment of the Lord \ but it shall not 
prosper. Go not up, for the Lord U not among you ; 
that ye be not smitten before your enemies. For the 
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Amiiekites and the Canaanitea are there before you, Defeat 
and ye shall fall by the sword : because ye are turned of the 
away from the Lord, therefore the Lord will not be Iiraerttei 
with you.

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Lavtiffr a bonit offering, ox for a sacrifice in performing a 
tonterTiiag vow, or peace offerings unto ihe Loud : then shall he 
SacriJUcs bring with a bullock a meat ofFering of three teotb 
deals of flour mingled with half ao hin of oil. And 
5 thou shall bring for a drink offering half an hin of 
wine, for an offering made by fire, of a sweet Ba»our 
unto the Lord. Thus shall it be done for one 
bullock, or for one ram, or for a lamb, or a kid< 
According to the number that ye shall prepare, so 

10 Bhal! ye do to every one according to their number. 
All that are born of the country shall do these thing! 
after this manner, in offering an offering made by fire, 
of a sweet savour unto the Loan. And if a stranger 
sojourn with you, or whosoever be among you in your 

11 generations, and will offer an offering made by fire, of 
a sweet eavour unto the Lord ; as ye do, so he shall 
do. One ordinance ihall be lelh for you of the con- 
gregation, and also for the stranger that sojourneth 
•uiilb you, an ordinance for ever in your generations : 

was ye arc, so shall the stranger be before the Lord. 

One law and one manner shall be for you, and for 

the stranger that sojourneth with you. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, saying. Speak 

unto the children of Israel, and say unto them, When 
ij ye come into the land whither I bring you, then it 

shall be, that, when ye eat of the bread of the land, 

ye shall offer up an heave offering unto the Lord. 

Ye shall offer up a cake of the first of your dough_/Dr 

an heave offering : as ve do the heave offering of the 
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threBhingfloor, so ehall ye heave it. Of tbe first of Z 
your dough ye shall give unto the Lord an heave fo 
offering in your generations. ^i 

And if ye have erred, and not observed all these 
commandments, which the Lord hath spoken unto i 
MoseE, iiirn all that the Lord hath commanded you 
by the hand of Moses, from the day that the Lord 
commanded Mojei, and henceforward among your 
generations } then it shall be, if ought be committed 
by ignorance without the knowledge of the congrega- " 
tion, that all the congregation shall offer one young 
bullock for a burnt offering, for a sweet savour unto 
the Lord, with his meat offering, and his drink 
offering, according to the manner, and one kid of the 
goats for a sin offering. And the priest shall make i] 
an atonement for all the congregation of tbe children 
of Israel, and it shall be forgiven them ; for it u 
ignorance : and they shall bring their offering, a 
sacrifice made by fire unto the Lord, and their sin 
offering before the Lord, for their ignorance : and it m 
shall be forgiven all the congregation of the children 
of Israel, and the stranger that GO journeth among them; 
Geeing all the people were in ignorance. 

And if any soul sin through ignorance, then he 
shall bring a she goat of the first year for a sin offer- ij 
ing. And the priest shall make an atonement for the 
soul that sinneth ignorantly, when he sinneth by 
ignorance before the Lord, 10 make an atonement for 
him ; and it shall be forgiven him. Ye ehall have 
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The one law for him that sinneth through ignorance, bath 

Sabbath- for him that is bora among the children of lErael, and 
Briaker for the Btranger that sojourneth among them. 

jloned But the soul that doeth ought presumptuously, 
s vihether he hi born in the land, or a stranger, the 
same reproacheth the Lord ; and that soul shall be 
cut oif from among hia peojile. Because he hath 
despised the word of the Loro, and hath broken his 
command ment, that soul shall utterly be cut off; his 
Id Iniquity shall be upon him. 

— • — 
And while the children of Israel were in the 
wilderoesa, they found a man that gathered sucks 
upon the sabbath day. And they that found him 
gathering sticks brought him unto Moses and Aaron, 
IS and unto all the congregation. And they put him in 
ward, because it was not declared what should be 
done to him. And the Lord said unto Moses, The 
man shall be surely put to death : all the congregation 
shall stone htm with stones without the camp, 
ao And all the congregation brought him without the 
camp, and stoned htm with stones, and be died ; as 
the Loan commanded Moses.

5 ye GonB of Levi : Stemeib it bul a small thing unto 
you, that the God of Israel hath separated you from 
the congregatioD of Israel, to bring you near to him- 
self to do the service of the tabernacle of the Lokd, 
and to stand before the congregation to minister unto 

lo them i And he hath brought thee near to him, and 
all thy brethren the sons of Levi with thee: and 
seek ye the priesthood also ? For which cause both

And Moses sent to call Datban and Abiram the

And Eleazar the priest took the brasen censers, 
wherewith they that were burnt had offered ; and 
they were made broad plates for a covering of the 
altar : to be a. memorial unto the children of Israel, ,0 
that no stranger, which u not of the seed of Aaron, 
come near to offer incense before the Lord ; that he 
be not as Korah, and as his company : as the Lord 
said to him by the hand of Moses.

Vows And if she had at all an husband, when she vowed, 

or uttered ought out of her lips, wherewith she bound 

i her Boul ; and her husband heard it, and held hia 

peace at her in the day that he heard it: then her 

vows shall stand, aud her bonds wherewith she bound 

her soul shall stand. But if her husband disallowed 

her on the day that he heard it; then he thaJI make 

» her vow which she vowed, and that which she uttered 

with her lips, wherewith she bound her loul, of none 

effect : and the Lord shall forgive her, 

But every vow of a widow, and of her that it 
divorced, wherewith they have bound their soula, 
i; shall stand against her. 

And if she vowed in her husband's house, or bound 
her BOul by a bond with an oath ; and her husband 
heard it, and held his peace at her, at%d disallowed 
her not : then all her vowa shall stand, and every 
» bond wherewith the bound her soul shall stand. But 
if her husband hath utterly made them void on the 
day he heard thtm; then whatsoever proceeded out 
of her lipB concerning her vows, or concerning the 
bond of her toul, shall not stand : her husband hath. 
1] made them void; and the Lokd shall forgive her. 
Every vow, and every binding oath to afflict the soul, 
her husband may establish it, or her husband may 
make it void. But if her husband altogether hold 
his peace at her from day to day ; then he establisheth 
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all her rows, or dl her bonds, which arc upon her : Campc 
he cOQSrmech them, because he held his peace at her against 
in the day chat he heard ibtm. But if he ahaJI any Midiai 
ways make them void after that he hath heard ihcm; 
then he shall bear her inicjuity. s 

These an the statutes, which the Lord commanded 
Moses, between a man and his wife, between the 
father and bis daughter, being ytt in her youth in her 
Other's house.

■ And the Lord apalcc unto Moses, saying, Arenge " 
the children of Israel of the Midianites ; afterward 
ihalt thou be gathered unto thy people. 

And Moses spake unto the people, saying, Arm 
some of yourselves unto the war, and let them go 
against the Midianites, and avenge the Lokd of Midian. >J 
Of every tribe a thousand, throughout all the tribes 
of Israel, shall ye send to the war. 

So there were delivered out of the thousands of 
Israel, a thousand of tvtrj tribe, twelve thousand 
armed for war. And Moses sent them to the war, » 
a. thousand of every tribe, them and Phinehas the son 
of Eleajar the priest, to the war, with the holy 
instruments, and the trumpets to blow in his hand. 
And they warred against the Midianites, as the Lord 
commanded Moses ; and they slew all the males. >s 
And they slew the kings of Midian, beside the rest 
of them that were slain ; namely, Evi, aod RatsssL, 
and Zar, and Hat, and Rcba, (vie Via-j,* oS. ^K-aSosi.-. J 
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and whosoever hath touched any slain, pDrify both Dhti 
yourselves and your captives on the third day, and od of tic 
the seventh day. And purify all your raiment, and Boolj 
all that is made of skins, and all work of goata' hair, 
aod a!l things made of wood, s 

And Eleazar the priest said unto the men of war 
which went to the battle. This 1/ the ordinance of 
the law which the Lord commanded Moses ; only 
the gold, and the silver, the brass, the iron, the tin, 
and the lead, every thing that may abide the fire, ye w 
shall make 1/ go through the Hre, and it shall be clean : 
nevertheless it shall be purified with the water of 
separation : and all that abideth not the fire ye shall 
make go through the water. And ye shall wash 
your clothes on the seventh day, and ye shall be 'i 
clean, and afterward ye shall come into the camp. 

And the LoKD spake unto Moses, saying, Take 
the sum of the prey that was taken, iolh of man and 
of beast, thou, and Eleazar the priest, and the chief 
fathers of the congregation ; and divide the prey into » 
two parts ; between them that took the war upon 
them, who went out to batde, and between all the 
congregation: and levy a tribute unto the Lord of 
the men of war which went out to battle : one soul 
of five hundred, iot/i of the persona, and of the beeves, =5 
and of the asses, and of the sheep : take il of their 
half, and give il unto Eleazar the priest, /or an heave 
ofFeriog of the Lord. And of the children of Israel's

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Division perions, of the beeres, of ihe asses, and of the flocks, 

ofthi of all manner of beasts, and give them unto the 

Booty Levites, which keep the charge of the tabernacle of 

the Loi(.i>> And MoBes and Eleazar the priest did 

s aB the Lord commanded Moses. 

And the booty, being the rest of the prey which 
the men of war had caught, was six hundred thousand 
and seventy thousand and live thousand sheep, and 
threescore and twelve thousand beeves, and threescore 
IB and one thousand asses, and thirty and two thousand 
personB in all, of women that had not known man by 
lying with him. 

And the half, lohicfi leas the portion of them that 
went out to war, was in number three hundred thou- 
t; sand and seven and thirty thousand and live hundred 
sheep : and the Lord's tribute of the sheep was six 
hundred and threescore and fifteen. And the beeves 
ivere thirty and six thousand; of which the Lord's 
tribute v/ai threescore and twelve. And the asses 
10 lucri thirty thousand and five hundred ; of which 
the Lord's tribute luai threescore and one. And 
the persons ■were sixteen thousand ; of which the 
Lord's tribate iviu thirty and two persons. And 
Moses gave the tribute, ■which tuiir the Lord's heave 
=3 offering, unto Eleazar the priest, as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

And of the children of Israel's half, which Moses 
divided from the men that warred, (now the half 
^/fifrtained unto^t C0T\^Te^al\oii was three htmdred 
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thousand and thirty thousand and ecTen thousand and Divition 
five hundred sheep, and thirty and six thousand of tit 
beeves, and thirty thousand asses and five hundred. Booty 
and sixteen thousand persons;) even of the children 
of Israel's half, Moses took one portion of fifty, both s h 
of man and of beast, and gave them unto the Leiitei, ^H 
which kept the charge of the tabernacle of the Lou>; ^H 

as the Lord commanded Moses. ^^| 

And the ofRcers which laiere orer thousands of the 
host, the captains of thousands, and captains of 10 
hundreds, came near unto Moses: and they said unto 
Moses, Thy servants have taken the sum of the men 
of war which are under our charge, and there lacketh 
not one man of us. We have therefore brought an 
oblation for the Lord, what every man hatb gotten, ij 
of jewels of gold, chains, and bracelets, rings, earrings, 
and tablets, to make an atonement for our souls 
before the Lord, 

And Moses and Eleazar the priest took the gold 
of them, even all wrought jewels. And all the gold <» 
of the offering that they offered up to the Lord, of 
the captains of thousands, and of the captains of 
hundreds, was sixteen thousand seven hundred and 
fifty shekels. [For the men of war had taken spoil, 
every man for himself.) And Moses and Eleazar,, 
the priest took the gold of the captains of thousands 
and of hundreds, and brought it into the tabernacle of 
the coDgregation,_/or a memoiul for the children aC 
Israel before the LoiD. 
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Fropoitd * Now the children of Reuben and the children of 
Settumtnt Gad had a very great multitude of catUe : and when 
in Giltad they saw the land of Jazer, and the land of Gilead, 
that, behold, the place imas a place for cattle ; the 
5 children of Gad and the children of Reuben came 
and spake unto Moses, and to Eleazar the priest, and 
unto the princes of the congregation, saying, Ataroth, 
and DiboQ, and Jazer, and Nimrah, and Heehbon, and 
Elealeh, and Shebam, and Nebo, and Beon, e-uen the 

■0 country which the Lord aniote before the congrega- 
tion of Israel, it a land for cattle, and thy servant* 
have cattle : wherefore, said they, if we have found 
grace in thy sight, let this land be given unto thy 
servants for a possession, ani/ bring us not over Jordan. 

IS And Moses said uoto the children of Gad and to 
the children of Reuben, Shall your brethren go to 
war, and shall ye si: here ? And wherefore dis- 
courage ye the heart of the children of Israel from 
going over into the land which the Lord hath giveo 

» them ? Thus did your fathers, when I sent them from 
Kadeah-barnea to see the land. For when they 
went up unto the valley of Eshcol, and saw the land, 
they discouraged the heart of the children of Israel, 
that they should not go into the land which the LosJ> 

■s had given them. And the Loan's anger was kindled 
the same time, and he sware, saying. Surely none of 
the men that came up out of Egypt, from twenty 
years old and upward, shall see the land which I 
sware unto Abraham, unto Isaac, a^ Mnto Jacob ; 
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because they have not wholly followed me: tave Caleb Prohoiid 
the Bon of Jephunneh the Kenezice, and Joshua the Seiuement 
SOD of Nun ; for they have wholly followed the Lord. In G'dcad 
And the Lord's anger was kindled against Israel, 
and he made them wander in the wilderness forty ; 
years, until all the generatioD, chat had done evil in 
the sight of the Lord, was conaumed. And, behold, 
ye are risen up in your fathers' stead, an increase of 
siafiil men, to augment yet the fierce anger of the 
Lord toward Israel. For if ye turn away from after id 
him, he will yet again leave them in the wilderness ; 
and ye shall destroy all this people. 

And they came near unto him, and said, We will 
build sheepfolds here for our cattle, and cities for our 
little ones : but we Durselves will go ready armed 15 
before the children of Israel, until we have brought 
them unto their place : and our little ones shall dwell 
in the fenced cities because of the inhabitants of the 
land. We will not return unto our houses, until the 
children of Israel have inherited every man hie » 
inheritance. For we will not inherit with them on 
yonder side Jordan, or forward ; because our in- 
heritance is fallen to us on tbia side Jordan eastward. 

And Moses said unto them. If ye will do this 
thing, if ye will go armed before the Lord to war, ij 
and will go all of you armed over Jordan before the 
Lord, until he hath driven out his enemies from 
before him, and the land be subdued before Cbe Lord : 
then afterward ye shall return, awd\* ^i"S*!fw.'^*^^'«.« 
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jifoses your possCEUon before the Lord. But if ye will not 
do BO, behold, ye have einocd against the Lord : and 
be Bitre your sin will Had you out. Build you cities 
s for your little ones, and folds for your sheep ; and do 
that which hath proceeded out of your mouth. 

And the children of Gad and the children 6f 
ReubcD spake unto Moses, saying, Thy servants will do 
i» my lord trommandeth. Our little ones, our wmi, ' 

10 our ilocks, and all oui cattle, shall be there in the 
cities of Gilead : but thy servants will pass over, 
every man armed for war, before the Lord to battle, 
as my lord saith. 

So concerning them Moses commanded Eleazar 

IS the priest, and Joshua the son of Nun, and the chief 
fathers of the tribes of the children of Israel : and 
Moses said unco them. If the children of Gad and the 
children of Reuben will pass with you over Jordan, 
every man armed to battle, before the Lord, and the 

Kr land shall be subdued before you ; then ye shall 

give them the land of Gilead for a possession : but if 

they wii! not pass over with you armed, they shall 

have possessions among you in the land of Canaan. 

And the children of Gad and the children of 

n Reubeu answered, saying, As the Lord hath said 
unto thy servants, so will we do. We will pass over 
armed before the Loro into the land of Canaan, that 
the possession of our inheritance on this side Jordan 
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And Mo&efl gave unto them, even to the children Reuben, 
of Gad, and to the children of Reuben, and unto half Gad ts* 
the tribe of Manasseh the son of Joseph, the kingdom half 
of Sihon king of the Amorites, and the kingdom of Msnasteh 
Og king of Bashan, the land, with the cities thereof »/f/n/ 
in the coasts, e-atn the cities of the country round 

And the children of Gad built Dibon, and Ataroth, 
and Aroer, and Atroth, Sbopban, and Jaazer, and 
Jugbehah, and Beth-nimrah, and Beth-haran, fenced la 
cities : and folds for sheep. 

And the children of Reuben built Heshbon, and 
Elealeb, and Kirjathaim, and Nebo, and Baal-raeon, 
(their names being changed,) and Shibmah : and gave 
other names unto the cities which they builded. 15 

And the children of Machir the son Manasseh 
went to Gilead, and took it, and dispossessed the 
Amorite which luiu in it. And Moses gave Giiead 
unto Machir the son of Manasseh ; and he dwelt 
therein. And Jair the son of Manasaeh went and m 
took the small towns thereof, and called them Havoth- 
jair. And Nobah went and took Kenath, and the 
villages thereof, and called it Nobah, after his own

tbeir high places : and ye shall dispossess the in- ^^H

given you the land to possess il. And ye shall ^^^ 

divide the land by lot for an inheritance among your ■<> 
families : and to the more ye shall give the more 
inheritance, and to the fewer ye shall give the less 
inheritance : every man's inheriiance shall be in the 
place where hia lot falleth ; according to the tribes of 
your fathers ye shall inherit.

And the Lord spake unto Moses, saying. These 
are the names of the men which shall divide the land :

And the names of 
the men are these : Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh.

And the LoKD spake unto Moses, saying, Speak 
unto the children of Israel, and say unto them, 
When ye be come over Jordan into the land of 
Canaan ; then ye shall appoint you cities to be cities 
of refuge for you j that the slayer may flee thither, lo 
which killeth any person at unawares. And they 
shall be unto you cities for refuge from the avenger ; 
that the manelayer die not, until he stand before the 
congregation in judgment. And of these cities which 
ye shall give six cities shall ye have for refuge. Ye 
shall give three cities on this side Jordan, and three 
cities shall ye give in the land of Canaan, ivhich shall 
be cities of refuge. These six cities shafl be a refuge, 
both for the children of Israel, and for the stranger, 
and for the sojourner among them : that every one 
that killeth any person unawares may flee thither.
